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The Utah Division of Occupation- 
al and Professional Licensing has 
taken disciplinary action against 
Jack C. Boggess, M.D., Heber 
City, according to the division. 

Boggess was placed on a two- 
year probation, with atl but six 
months stayed pending compliance 
with certain provisions. The provi- 
sions are that he is not to perform 
abortions for six months and is 
required to take additional training 
for abortions he performs after the 
six months are up. 

Among the allegations in the 
- petition filed by investigators with 
the division were: 

e He performed an abortion with- 
out giving the woman ‘informed 
consent.’ (Informed consent in- 
cludes notifying her of alterna- 
tives, etc.) 

e He failed to submit tissues for 
testing to a licensed pathologist in 
the abortion case mentioned above. 

ə He placed an IUD (intra uter- 
ine device) in a patient despite her 


request that it not be placed in her. 

e He failed to file the required 
physician’s report with the Utah 
Department of Health regarding 
the abortion. 

e He knowingly delivered a false 
pathological report to a patient. 
The report was that of another 
patient. 

e He performed a second abor- 
tion without giving the woman in- 
formed consent and without sub- 
mitting tissue to a licensed pathol- 
ogist. 

e He performed a third abortion 
without giving informed consent 
and without submitting tissue to a 


- licensed pathologist. 


e He placed an IUD in another 
patient while she was suffering 
from infection and hemorrhaging. 

In a “stipulation and order’’ Bog- 
gess filed with the division, accord- 
ing to the division, he acknowl- 
edged that he failed to submit 
tissues for testing to a licensed 
pathologist in one of the cases. He 
also acknowledged knowingly hav- 
ing delivered the false pathological 
report to the patient.
